REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed* March 24. 2003. issued a restriction on the claims, alleging 
claims 1-20 ((.Maim Group 1) and 21-26 ((Maim Group II) are directed to two distinct inventions. In 
addition. Applicants select Specie I (FIG. 1 A-l D). The claims corresponding to Specie I include 
claims 8. 10. 15. 1 7. and 20. In response. Applicants hereby elect Claim Group I. Specie I (FIG. 
1 A- ID. claims 8. 10. 15. 1 7. and 20) for continued prosecution in this application, without traverse. 

Applicants respectfully submit that claims 8. 10. 15. 17. and 20 are in proper condition for 
allowance, and respectfully request that the Examiner pass this case to issuance.
